For the present no one has to worry about that advertisement. 

He said that he hopes, in the near future, to be able to start 
again on the sewer trunk - this time up to Silver Lake, from 
Eames Street. At the present time he did not know how such a 
sewer line could be financed, whether by federal or state funds, 


or from local funds, 


Morris wants the Water Commissioners to have a study on the 


construction of water extensions, major: projects. This study 


would be apart from plans for sewer extension.

Bridge; the Lowell Street widen- 
ing project onto a full cloverleaf 
at Interstate 93: and the new 
Eames Street relocation project. 

We have, with the help of Avco, 
established a Capital Improve- 
ment Budget to list and identify 
our capital needs. The project 
includes both written and oral 
reports to all boards, commis- 
sions and committees in the town. 
The project also discusses the 
need for some financial modeling, 
which is the application of a 
systems analysis to investigate 
the possible solutions to the 
problems. 

The cost of schools, including 
buildings and maintenance, re- 
gional and local, have in the past 
four years increased from 
$2,787,000 to $5,161,000, All 
other departments have increased 
from $1,681,000 to $2,571,000. 
Statutory Charges have increased 
from $351,000 to $650,000. 

‘This meant an increase in taxes 
of $1,625,000 in the past four 
years, or a Tax Rate increase of 
$16.25.
